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A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new 
and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the 
term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject 
matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 
1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101.

Claims 1-3 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 1-3 of copending Application No. 10/623630. This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been 
patented.

Claims 8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of 
claims 4-7 of prior U.S. Patent No. 10/623630. This is a double patenting rejection.

Claims 1-7 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
copending Application No. 10/623630 which has a common inventor with the instant 
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application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the copending 
application, it would constitute prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e), if published under 35 
U.S.C. 122(b) or patented. This provisional rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) is based 
upon a presumption of future publication or patenting of the copending application. 

This provisional rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a 
showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the 
copending application was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not 
the invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . This 
rejection may not be overcome by the filing of a terminal disclaimer. See In re Bartfeld, 
925 F.2d 1450, 17 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 

Regarding claims 3-7, it is submitted the claimed article limitations are of no patentable 
consequences for the instant question for patentability as it has long being held that to 
be entitled to weight in method claims, the recited structure limitations must effect the 
process in a manipulative sense. Ex parte Pfeiffer, 1962 CD. 408(1961).

Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The first lines of the claims recite "the method" of independent claim 8. However , claim 
8, is a loop article. Applicants are requested to provide corrections.
